BACK TU OLD BOOKS 
I ani always happy iii a book store, 
with all it* seemingly endless vari­ 
eties of bo»>k.s on every topic under 
Un Min; bul. somehow I gut cUmci 
to myself. * am! to those who have 
created Hie m any enduring books 
of Uh- past, alien I browse, and lose 
myself, in a second-hand book store, 
for here are often to be found the 
books th a t have been tested and 
proved to be worthy of long life. 
How many a worn or newly dis 
covered friend I have mot in these 
fine establishm ents! Never is such a 
visit wasted or regretted. Not long 
ago I came across the first publica­ 
tion in book form of th at famous edi 
torial to ''Virginia," who wrote to 
the editor of the New York Sun. 
inquiring lf there really was a Santa 
Claus. In this publication of Sun 
editorials was th a t one in which 
the wTlter said that there was 
S anta Claus, and th at there always 
would be one. Proudly, I took the 
book home. It oust me but a single 
dollar! The book was 
published 
about forty years ago. 
Good books never 
become old. 
They are iii their youth to the tirst 
reader who loves and appreciates 
them . And in many an old book 
store may be found today a for­ 
gotten and neglected title th a t yet 
may become famous! Many of my 
most beloved volumes have never 
yet reached a second edition. I be­ 
lieve that it was 
nearly twenty 
years before a second edition of 
Sam uel Butler’s “Tile Wqy of All 
Flesh” wa;, published. First editions 
of Arnold 
Bennet’s “Old 
Wives’ 
Tale” hovered 
on book 
dealers’ 
shelves for years, us did Somerset 
M augham ’s "Of Hum an Bondage." 
Such examples could be noted by the 
score. 
In an old book store, some years 
ago. I came across a most Inspiring 
little volume which gave a brief 
biography of all the mothers of 
the Presidents of the United States. 
I wonder how many people could 
give the maiden name of more than 
one or two? But they were all great 
mothers. Elizabeth Hutchinson, Hie 
m otlier of President Andrew Jack 
son. especially interested me. Jack 
sons father died a few days be­ 
fore he was born, and to the pov­ 
erty-stricken m other in her crude 
log cabin home was given over the 
responsibility of his training. And 
this crude cabin not even her own, 
but her sister’s! 
I could write a volume upon Hie 
books I prize th a t I have acquired 
In Just this way—adventuring In old 
second-hand book stores. They are 
an asset to any commonty, and 
are usually conducted by caretakers 
of the beautiful and worth while. 
My suggestion is to get the habit. 
of visiting them!
